“It is the desire of the mem- 
bers of the board of public works 
to improve the lighting system on 
Main street,”? said Chairman Sid- 
ney P. White of the B.P.W., ‘‘and 
we are having George Frost of the 
Lawrence Gas & Electric com- 
pany make a study of the street to 
determine the cost.

Insurance Companies $34,581

pulsory (bodily injury) insurance

At a meeting held Monday night 
at the Memorial Hall library, which 
was attended by representatives of 
various civic organizations and of
